Gunmen’s Chauffeur Testi- 
fies That One Said After 
Rosenthal Had Been Shot: 
“Becker Has the Cops 
Fixed,” but Becomes Con- 
fused by Cross-Questions. 


ROSE SAYS LIEUTENANT 
THREATENED GAMBLER 


Tels of Alleged Partnership 


in Gaming House and of 
Rosenthal’s Visit to Dis- 
trict Atorney to “Squeal” 
on Policemen.

NEW YORK, May 12.—“Bald Jack” 


Rose, star witness of the first trial of 
Charles Becker for the murder of Her- 
man Rosenthal, appeared in that role 
again today A trifle stouter than wher: 
he appeared before, he took the stand 
shortly before noon and calmly told of 
the part he played in the events leading 
up to the gambler’s death. Substan- 


tially it was the same story that he 
told at the first trial. 

Briefly Rose recited how Becker and 
Rosenthal had entered into partnership 
in a gambling establishment; how they 
quarreled; how exposure for Becker waa 
imminent and how Rosenthal's death 
was plotted. 

Rose was called to the stand immedi- 
ately after Willie Shapiro, the chauf- 
feur who drove the gunmen to and 
from the scene of the shooting, had 
concluded hig testimony. 

Visited Tom Sharkey’s Saloon. 

Shapiro said he knew “Bald Jack’’ 
Rose and “Bridgie” Webber and told of 
receiving a call at his stand in front of 
the Cafe Boulevard late at night on 
July 15. He then went to Tom Sharkey’s 
saloon, where he picked up Rose, Harry 
Valion and Sam Schepps. 

“At Bridgie Webber’s poker rooms, the 

occupents of the car got out,” he said. 
“Fifteen minutes later Dago Frank, 
Gyp the Blood, Whitey Lewis and Lefty 
Louie came out and I was ordered to go 
to the Metropole Hotel. 
- “At the Metropole, Dago Frank or- 
dered me to turn the car around so 
it would face toward Sixth avenue. 
The four men got out and went to 
the other side of the street. In 15 
minutes I heard a shot and then four 
more. I looked toward the Metropole 
and saw aman fall. I started my 
machine. I was going to get away 
from there. I had gone about 50 feet 
when the four men caught up with me 
and jumped on board. 

“Becker Fixed Them,” He Said. 

“IT heard Whitey say, ‘Make the 
chauffeur turn around and wait. The 
tops are all fixed. Everything is all 
right. Becker has fixed them.’ 

“After the murder I took the four 
men to One Hundred and Twenty- 
sixth street, where they left me.” 

“Where were you last night’?’ 
asked the District Attorney. 

“In your house,” answered Shapiro. 

“How much money have you received 
from my office?” 

“Fifty doilars, for expenses out of the 
city.” 

“What did you say was the conversa- 
tion in Your car before the murder?’ 
asked Attorney Manton of Becker's 
counsel. ‘ 

“Whitey said: ‘Everything is 
right, Secker has the cops fixed.’ ”’ 

Menton read a copy of the testimony 
Shapiro offered at the trial of the gun- 
men. In that Shapiro said: “Frank 
sald everything ts all right. Becker tola 
me eo.”” Under a fire of cross-exarinina- 
tion the witness got badly confused and 
was unable fully to reconcile his test{- 
mony of today with that of the pre- 
vious trial. 

Jack Rose gave his occupation as a 
lecturer and writer. Under question- 
ing he told how he first met Becker in 
1911, He talked in a low tone and per. 
sons in the back of the room could 
hardly hear him. 

Tells of Becker-Rosenthal Deal. 

Rose described a New Year's eve ban- 
quet at the Elks’ Club. “Becker,” he 
said, “went up behind Rosenthal, who 
was sitting next to his wife. He placed 
his arms around Rosenthal and said to 
Mrs. Rosenthal, ‘You don’t have to 
worry any more. I'll take care of him 
from now on. Everything is all right.’ ”’ 

Rose aiso told of alleged meetings be- 
tween Rosenthal and Becker at the lat- 
ter’s home and other places. 

“Once Becker told me,” said the wit- 
ness, “that he was going to try to help 
Rosenthal get his gambling house .n 
Forty-fifth street open. My advice to 
him was to keep out of the business. 
Later Becker said Rosenthal would tet 
him in for $150. So the house was 
opened and I went there to look after

Voohers Deeded Realty to Wife 
Apparently to Safeguard De- 
sire as Stated in Will. 


Two children who were cut off with $1 
each filed suit at Clayton Tuesday to 


break the will of their father, John Wil- 
liam Voohers, who died at Maplewood 
April 19, 1913, leaving his $50,000 estate to 


of the plaintiffs. 

The plaintiffs are Mrs. Winnie Mabel 
Donahoe, wife of Edward Donahoe, who 
resides on Oxford avenue in Maplewood. 
and her brother, James Clarence Voo- 
hers of 723 Sarah street, Maplewood. 
The defendants are Mrs. Eva May Voo-~ 
hers of 7380 Maple boulevard, Maplewood, 
and her two children, John C, and Mary 
M. Voohers. 

Undue Influence Alleged. 

Voohers’ children by his first wife 
allege he was unduly and improperly 
influenced by his second wife when he 
made his will, Oct. 11, 1910. He had been 
suffering from paralysis 1°* -c2rs, they 
allege, and was mentally and physically 
incapacitated. They contend he did not 
comprehend what he was doing when he 
signed the document. 

In his will Voohers declared his son 
James and his daughter Winnie had 
received their portion of his estate from 
him during his lifetime. He advanced 
this as a reason for leaving to each of 
them only $L 

Voohers also left only $1 each to John 
C. Voohers and Mary M. Voohers, chil- 
dren by his second wife, who now reside 
with their mother at the Maple boule- 
vard home Mrs. Voohers was made 
executrix of the will. 

A double precaution was taken by 
Voohers in disposing of his estate. Slort- 
ly before he died he deeded two of his 
three pieces of real estate to his wife. 
In his will he declared if this transfer 
of property was upheld by a court, his 
will was null and of no consequence. If 
the transfer of property was declared 
void, he said, the will was valid and in 
force. In this way, it was pointed out, 
he safeguarded his desire to have his 
wife inherit his estate. 

Voohers had been married 2 years to 
his second wife.

PROBABLY NEXT WEEK 


Panama Railway Ship With 
Cargo Will Be Sent Through 


Vhen Channel Is Complete. 

PANAMA, May 12.—The first ship to 
pass through the Panama Canal under 
regular conditions probably will make 
the trip early next week. According to 
Gov. Goethals, the channel througn 
Cucaracha will be completed about 
Thursday. 
Observations will be maintained on the 
slide for a short time and then a Pana- 
ma Railway ship with cargo will be sent 
through. The channel is being dredged 
at the rate of 100 feet daily and the 
empire suspension bridge will be moved 
immediately.

When Accused of Being an Englishman, He Did 
Not Contradict the Mexican General, Pre- 


Seem Boastful. 


By Richard Harding Davis.

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, May i2.—In 
spite of appearances tu the contrary, 
Americans know that tney are not at 
war with Mexico. They know the med- 
iaters are at work, and that peace 
reigns. They know any Mexican can 
travel as freely through the United 
States as any Englishman or Swede. 
They know if he says, “I am a Mexi- 
can,” they will reply, ‘‘Welcome to our 
city.’’ 

But the Mexican does not know that 
His mind cannot grasp the nice distinc- 
tion between occupying his territory 
and invading it. His chief seaport has 
been captured by bullet and shell, his 
customs duties seized, his postoffice con- 
fiscated, his supplies of food stopped 
so completely that, up at Mexico City, 
he goes hungry to bed, and his fellow 
countrymen have been killed. And he 
does not know that «hat is not war. 


It is like the man who said to another, 
“Why do you run away from that dog? 
Don’t you know a barking dog never 
bites?” “Yes,” said the other man, 
know that, and you know it, but the dog 
doesn’t know it.’’ So the Mexican does 
not know, cannot realize, that peace still 
smiles over his land. 

Back by Order of Police. 

I have just traveled to Mexico City, 
and by order of the police, have re- 
turned. During my two days going, two 
days returning, and the one day the po- 
lice allowed me to remain in the city, I 
did not meet with a single Mexican (in- 
cluding Gen. Maas), who did not think 
hig people and mine were at war. They 
not only think that way, but they act 
that way. 

I had heard this from refugees, but 
was skeptical, for at Vera Cruz corre- 
spondents look with suspicion on stories 
told by refugees. Technically, they class 
them with wounded men’s stories, which 
means that they are apt to be exaggerat- 
ed and hysterical. So, when a refugee 
told me his train had been stoned, that 
he had been dragged from it and cast 
into jail, where he was robbed, beaten 
and his throat cut from eur to ear, I 
did not believe him. 


When I started to make the trip in 
reverse order, I still imagined that a 
man might journey from Vera Cruz to 
Mexico City as safely and pleasantly as 
from New York to Toronto. 

He cannot. For the fact that he can- 
not, the Mexican is responsible, yet 
though responsible, he is not to be 
blamed. He acts just as we will act 
when we declare war. The difficulty is 
now that, while the American in Mex- 
ico considers himself a tourist and en- 
titled to protection, the Mexican re- 
gards him as the hated invader and 
friend of the traitors Villa and Car- 
ranza—and that point of view leads to 
trouble. 

If, finally, 
come out squarely as enemies, 
things will run more smoothly. 

When, on May 7, I left Vera Cruz for 
Mexico City, the other Americans on 
the train were Medill McCormick of 
Chicago who, though Bull Moose na- 
tional committeeman, consents to act 
as war correspondent for the Times of 
London: Frederick Palmer, veteran cor- 
respondent in six wars, and Adam Wel- 
mer, a German-American connected with 
the Mexican National Bank.

Whether this 
was intended by the orderly as a subtie 
insult to our Mexican brothers, I can- 
not say, but certainly there is nothing 
less likely to bring peace to the mind of 
a Mexican than a bath towel. 

For the three-mile ride, Past the gap 
in the track, a speculative Indian was 
tenting ponies, and we Americans each 
chartered one. We did not know that 
our more fortunate state would lead 
those who walked to unload on us their 
bundles, bags and babies, but that was 
what happened. The man who rode, 
burdened by a baby in his arms and 
another in the saddle bags, a small boy 
en his back, Clasping him around the 
neck, soon concluded that the man on 
foot had the best of it. 


Procession Is Picturesque. 

It was a most picturesque procession. 
For a half-mile straggled the few for- 
eigners and many Mexicans returning 
to Mexico City. The women were in the 
inevitable nun-like black. The men were 
in tailless shirts and trousers so tight 
that it was impossible to see how they 
got their feet in or out, and hats so 
gigantic that three men coming toward 
you look like a distant view of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. The Indian carga- 
dores staggered under trunks, boxes, 
}Lundles, bed-linen, cooking Pans, babies 
and fighting cocks. On either side of 
the roadbed were the ashes of funeral] 
pyres of railroad ties, with iron plates 
twisted in the fire. 


As our strange procession staggered, 
panting, through the jungle, it made one 
think of the marches of the early days 
of '49, when the gold seekers crossed 
the isthmus at Tembladeras. 


Then we again picked up the tracks 
and packed ourselves into a freight 
train that bumped us a few miles fa:- 
ther to Tejeria. At the end of the first 
rail head, where Richardson wished us 
good luck, we had said good-by to the 
men in khaki. Now all was Mexican. 


Soldiers on Every Side. 

There were soldiers to right of us, 
soldiers to left of us, in more different 
uniforms than there are armies in the 
world. They were drilling, sleeping, 
cooking on the stone platform of the 
railroad station, between the tracks un- 
der the trees their scarlet blankets flung 
from barb-wire fences. They regarded 
us not at all, and we scrambled for 
places in a singi® Passenger coach and 
were pushed on to Paso del Macho. 
When Gen. Maas and his Federals re- 
treated from Vera Cruz it was here he 
halted. 

Paso de! Macho is a village, and so 
pressed for room that they have crowd. 
ed into the shed-like station the head- 
quarters of the General, a long table, 
where usually the pas<«engers eat, and 
the public bar presided over by an 
Indian squaw smoking a cigarette. 

For an hour we sat within ® feet of 
the General, and had he wished to ex- 
amine our credentials, he had only to 
raise his voice and we would have pre- 
sented them. But for a Mexican Gen- 
eral that method o? procedure was too 
simple and direct. «‘hether he wished 
to impress us or scare us—he certainly 
succeeded in scaring—we cannot guess, 
but we know he went about getting wha‘ 
he wanted in the way calculated to give 
us the most trouble. 

The trouble began when a Lieutenant. 
dressed like the motorman on a Havana 
trolley car, told me to come with him. |

Belated reports stated that Silliman, 
his clerk, Joseph A. Marchani, and sev- 
eral other Americans were arrested at 
Saltillo by Federals. Late dispatches 
indicated all the Americans had been 
released with the exception of Silliman, 
who, apparently, still is under arrest. 
Marchani arrived in Vera Cruz late yes- 
terday, where he reported to Consul 
Canada that before he was released he 
was marched to the consulate, where he 
was forced to open the safe. The Fed- 
eral commander confiscated all its con- 
tents, including consular records, money 
and jewelry. The other Americans re- 
leased were reported to be on their way 
in safety today to Vera Cruz. 

Reported “Not in Danger.” 

The Silliman incident was regarded as 
aggravated because the Mexican Min- 
ister of War last week had assured the 
French Charge d’Affairs in Mexico City 
that neither Silliman nor any Americans 
“had been in danger.” 

Aside from the Silliman negotiations, 
two other phases of the Mexican situa- 
tion today demanded urgent attention. 
They were: 

Disposition of the five South Ameri- 
cans arrested for sniping operations at 
Vera Cruz. 

Settlement of the ‘“‘occupation” of Lobos 
Island and its lighthouse, eight miles 
off Tampico, which drew a protest from 
Huerta’s Foreign Minister. 

State and Navy Departments were 
inclined today to regard as unimport- 
ant the Lobos Island incident, and 
the Huerta contention that the land- 
ing of the American forces there to 
reopen the lighthouse constituted a 
breach of the armistice between the 
two armies. Secretary Daniels said 
there was no thought of occupying 
the island in the war sense of that 
term. 

Secretary Daniels had before him 
this report from Rear Admiral Mayo 
at Tampico: 

“Lobos Isiand has not been occupled. 
The Dixie and some destroyers anchored 
there and other vessels bave coaled 
there from a collier. The keepers otf 
Lobos Island light deserted it and the 
Dixie is now maintaining it for the ben- 
efit of navigation. I understood that 
the destroyers have had occasional 
swimming parties ashore.” 

General belief was expressed that this 
explanation would amply answer Huer- 
ta's protest that the United States, by 
seizing the island, had violated the ar- 
mistice and would make it plain that 
the Dixie's commander acted only to 
insure protection to shipping by main- 
tenance of the Lobos light.

I silencioed, but at the same time 
winked at McCormick to get by and ef- 
fect the rescue. He gave me the high 
sign that he would, and went to get Wel- 
mer, our guide, interpreter and friend. 
The Lieutenant led me to an open place 
where were four boys not over 14 years 
old. They wore uniforms of blue drill 
and their bare feet were in sandals of 
bull hide. Their headgear did not match, 
but I noticed their rifles and bayonets 
did. 
McCormick Tagged, Too. 

The Lieutenant formed them ifn a hol- 
low square, with me in the center, and 
left us. I was two feet taller than the 
boys, one foot taller than the bayonets. 
and standing in the blazing sun like a 
monument, surrounded by a picket 
fence, I felt very silly, and looked it. 
Then I saw McCormick approaching, and 
thought rescue was at hand. He looked 
pained and surprised, but not on my ac- 
count. ‘“‘They tagged me, too,” he said. 
Then they brought Palmer also, looking 
pained and surprised. They arranged us 
in single file and with 31 boy scouts on 
our flank, marched us through the vil-< 
lage. 

I have written many stories about 
Latin America and in them someone al- 
ways gets shot against a stone wall. As 
we marched through the village I re- 
called this and it seemed to mel never 
had visited a place with so few houses 
and so many stone walls. So every time 
we passed one without halting I gave 
thanks to St. Rita. 

We were led between rows of more 
blue drill soldiers to the courtyard, in 
which were more Lieutenants and the 
local strong-arm squad. They all 
seemed very angry about something, and 
frisked us for concealed weapons. They 
even ordered us to take off our shoes. 
Had they caught us blowing up a troop 
train by dynamite they could not have 
béen more excited or more insolent. 

When we got rid of our boots the Lieu- 
tenant with his own fair hands searched 
our socks for hidden papers. Greatly an- 
noyed at finding none, he ordered us into 
a cell, simply furnished, with one iron- 
barred window, a bootblack’s box, a 
broken chair and a packing case. 

Palmer took the chair, McCormick the 
packing case and I drew the blacking 
box. Then the Lieutenant, still angry, 
assigned a guard to each of us, but we 
all are tall and our guard looked so in- 
adequate that another Lieutenant witn 
a sense of humor substituted their elder 
brothers, who sized up more to our 
class. The one who guarded McCor- 
mick, who looked like Chief Meyer of 
the Giants, took but one glance at his 
prisoner had then proceeded to load his 
piece, and in so doing pointed it at 
each of us, including the Lieutenant. He 
jammed his fingers in: the breech and 
dropped two cartridges. That was the 
only moment when I felt we were in 
real danger. We were ordered not to 
talk to one another or with those out- 
side. 

Weimer was not allowed to communi- 
cate with us for a long time, and he 
sat in eloquent silence. To keep my 
mind off my past sins and my possible 
future, I got out the blacking brushes, 
and in spite of‘trembling fingers, im- 
proved the appearance of my shoes. So 
did McCermick, but he is better at pol- 
ishing sentences for a Progressive plat- 
form than boots. 


Ne Time for Boasting. 


After what seemed a long time, the 
Lieutenants returned and we wera 
marched back. Gen. Maas said war ex- 
isted, and Americans could not visit 
the city. As he expressed it, ‘‘English. 
French, even Chinese, can go, but no 
Americans!” As Palmer was writing 
for an American paper only, Maas 
ordered him back to Vera Cruz. Ags 
McCormick and myself were writing for 
English and Canadian papers, he as- 
sumed we were Englishmen, and while 
we did not say we were English, we did 
not contradict him. My orders from 
my paper were to go to the city, and 
the moment did not seem to me oppor- 
tune for standing on a chair and sing- 
ing the Star Spangled Banner. Besides, 
saying you are an American always 
sounds like boasting. 

From the train we waveu to Palmer. 
who, surrounded by soldiers, looked very 
lonesome. Then we pushed on to Oriza- 
ba, where the train halted for the night. 
Ia Orizaba there is a monument to the 
citizens who, in ‘47, were killed fight- 
ing the Americans. When, next morn- 
ing, we walked out to see the city be- 
fore the trajn started, we found pla- 
ecards hanging in all shop windows to 
remind citizens of this monument, and 
urge them to kill all Americans, and 
give no quarter. My desire to see mors 
of the city soon passed. At the station 
a drunken brakeman tried to make trou- 
ble for us because we were Americans, 
and wanted to put us off the train, but 
his antagonism was mostly pulque, and 
is mentioned because he was the only 
private citizen who showed us the least 
rudeness or hostility. It was the public 
officials who gave us the troubie. 


Soon Shiver in Cold, 


At Orizaba pines took the place of 
palms, and on the mountains’ head and 
shoulders, pice de crisa, was saute 
snow. We still wore clothing worn the 
day before in Vera Cruz, where the heat 
is the moist heat of Congo and Naga- 
saki, and by noon we were shivering 
with cold. The train was so crowded 
that people, jammed like cattle In the 
aisles, hung from the platform, but no 
physical discomfort could spoil the 
beauty of the journey. The ride  be- 


tween Orizaba and Esperanga, around 


the mountain peaks, with bays and 
oceans of green farm lands below, in 
itself should repay anyone who visits 
Mexico. 

At 8 at night, after standing for hours, 
and without food, we arrived in the 
city, where McCormick was met by E. 
T. Oakley, local correspondent of the 
Lindon Times. He had engaged rooms 
for us in the Palacio Hotel. Many nho- 
tel runners were rushing, shouting, 
through the crowd. One man, much ex- 
cited, showed me what I thought was 
a hotel runner's badge. I said “I am 
going to the Palacio.”” He said, “No, 
you are going to police headquarters.” 
It turned out he was right.

As we left the Magis- 
trate’s room, I saw in the open door 
Sutton of the Washington Post, whom 
I had met in Vera Cruz. He beckoned 
to me and 1 asked if I might go to him, 
but was told he was incommunicado. 
Find Other Americans Held. 

When Schuler went away, I promised 
to take word of his arrest to the Bra- 
zilian legation, where McCormick and 
I were driven by detectives. There we 
found Whiffen, four years local corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press. He 
had come from Vera Cruz to lock up 
his house, draw money from & few 
banks and had expected to settle his 
affairs in a few hours and return to 
Vera Cruz. He had been locked up by 
the police for two days. We waited. 
guarded by detectives, while Cardozo 
de Olivaire, Brazilian police inspector, 
and Danten, formerly counselor of our 
embassy, considered our case. Danten 
had been threatened with arrest, and 
had taken refuge in the Brazilian lega- 
tion, where he has been indefatigable in 
helping Americans who are more for- 
tunate than himself and are free to 
leave Mexico. 

After an hour we were called in to 
hear the result of the deliberations. It 


'which was leaving in 24 hours, 


was most astonishing. The inspector had 
taken all the tricks. The minister ex- 
plained to us that we could go free if 


return to Vera Cruz by the first train, 
that, 
while the war lasted, we would not re- 
turn to the city; that while in the city 
we would not try to send out letters or 
cable matter; that, until the train start- 
ed, we would remain in jail. It Was a 
humiliating proposition and was meant 
to be humiliating. It was not the humil- 
iation I so much objected to, but that 
after two days in a freight car, with 
nothing to eat, I did not want to go to 
jail, but to the restaurant, Sylvia, the 
fame of which had reached even Paris, 
and desired a bath and a clean bed. 


Make Strong Plea fOr Release. 
I urged that there was no war with 


Mexico, and that we had committed no 
crime. For the police to put us on parole 
and then put us in jail to see that we 
kept it, was absurd, f said. I pointed 
out that McCormick was a well-known 
man, son of an ex-Ambassador, and that 
he would keep his word. Whiffen also 
was Wel! known for four years in Mex- 
ico City and had held a responsible vost 
and would keep his word. In my own 
case, the Brazilian Ambassador in Wash- 
ington had asked the Mexican Govern- 
ment to permit me to come to the city. 
and the Government had given con- 
sent. Having given consent, it had, 
as soon as I arrived, arrested me. 

So I announced tnat, unless I could 
g0 to a hotel and be guaranteed, while 
waiting for the train to start, that I 
would not be arrested, I would remain 
where I was, in the Brazilian Legation, 
and the inspectcr could take me fron: 
there only by force. I knew he would 
not do that. The Brazillian Minister 
knew it, but had not so suggested. In- 
stead, he assented to our going back to 
jail. He is well meaning, but his only 
cifficulty is that he seems to lack au- 
thority for a few days. 

Sir Lionel Carden, who was cruelly 
abused by American papers, was looking 
after Americans. When he learned one 
of them was in jail, his way was to 
jump into his auto and go in person to 
police headquarters, and when he left 
the American left with him. An Amer- 
ican I have met tells me that, outside 
of O’Shaughnessy, our people have no 
greater friend than the British Ambas- 
sador. 

In our own case, the inspector at once 
recalled us and said, so long as left oy 
the first train, we could go where w? 
pleased. As he spoke excellent English, 
his tone suggested where he would pre- 
fer we should go. [nstead we chose the 
Sylvia. 

Aided by French Legation. 

I suggested his going with Whiffen to 
headquarters, to tell Sutton he was free, 
but he said we had better go alone, and 
later he would join us. He did not join 
us on hig return to police headquarters. 
In spite of the promise given to the 
inspector in the presence of the Brazii- 
ian Minister, Sutton was again arrested 
next day. Through the courtesy of -the 
French Legation, McCormick and I left 
on the special train with the French 
refugees for Puerto Mexico, from which 
point, by steamer, we have just arrived 
in Vera Cruz. 

When we left, Doster of the Sun and 
Sutton were under arrest. As authori- 
ties knew who they were and knew 
they were not spies, and as they asked 
only permission to return to Vera Cruz, 
their detention was without excuse. 
They were perhaps not in personal dan- 
ger, but they were persecuted, humill- 
ated and played with as a cat plays 
with a mouse. 

How many more Americans are in jail 
In Mexico City, lacking credentials, 
denied the use of the cable and denied 
access to the Brazilian Minister—he did 
not know of Sutton or Schuler until we 
told him—it is not pleasant to contem- 
plate. Meantime, at Niagara Falls, the 
Government to which the men belong, 
and the Government that has been 
asked to protect them, mediate, and 
while they mediate, the Mexican, who 
does not know we are at peace, acts as 
if we were at war.

The view of the Consti- 
tutionalist officers is that Carranza’s 
attitude has practically made mediatio? 
ineffectual, since it brings about nego- 
tiations only between Huerta and the 
United States. Thus, when they have 
deposed Huerta, as they feel certain of 
doing within the next 30 days, the Con- 
stitutionalists will not feel obligated 
by any outcome of the mediation plan. 
The report that the Constitutionalists 
headed for Tampico will declare a truce 
with the Federals there, was denied with 
scorn here today. When Gen. Gonzales 
takes the port, it was announced, for- 
eigners and their property will receive 
absolute protection. 

The Constitutionalists plan to take Sal- 
tillo by the starvation of its garrison. 
Fifteen thousand Federal officers and 
men are hemmed in there. Rebel forces 
confront them whichever way they may 
try to escape from the city. F’ve thou- 
sand Federals did flee Sartillo a few 
days ago, which gave rise to the report 
that the town had been evacuated and 
the rebels were in possession. This was 
denied today. It was said there had 
been small skirmishes by which the 
Constitutionalists had driven all the 
Federals back into Saltillo. 

A food famine already exists there and 
the condition of the garrison is pitiable. 
Hundrews of wounded are uncared for. 
The Federals are receiving ammunition 
from their own factories in Mexico City, 
but the home-made shells and cartridges 
are crude. There have been many acci- 
dents, causing death, when the use of 
the stuff was attempted, and only a 
small percentage of the shells can be 
found to properly fit the guns. 

The Stars and Stripes is the only for- 
eign flag not flying above a consulate in 
Monterey. The flag was ordered down 
when the Federals were in possession 
several weeks ago and Consul-General 
Hanna refused to hoist it again except 
that it is raised with honors, or unless 
he receives orders from Washinzton 
overruling his decision.

Villa Assembles 30,000 Men for At- 
tack on San Luis Potosi. 
MONTEREY, May 9.—(Via Browns- 
ville, Tex, May 11).—With Monterey in 
his possession and Saltillo’s capture re- 
garded as certain, Gen. Villa is now 
concentrating the largest army that has 
been under his immediate command 
since the beginning of the rebellion to 
sweep further southward and effect the 
capture of San Luis Potosi. For this 
purpose he is bringing together 30,000 
men, 20,000 from the northwest and the 

northeast division of 10,000. 

The day Villa enters San Luis Po- 
tosi, the Constitutionalists will be in 
complete possession of the great north- 
ern tier of Mexican states—Sonora, Chi- 
huahua, Coahuila, Sinaloa, Durango. 
Zacatecas, Tamaulipas and the State of 
Sen Luis Potosi, of which the city of 
San Luis Potosi is the capital. 

And this would place Villa with his 
huge army within something less than 
2) miles of Mexico City. Yet Gov. Vil- 
larreal of Monterey is authority for the 
statement that there will be no battle 
in or near Mexico City. He declares 


of the campaign will take place at San 
Luis Potosi. He predicts it will come 
within two weeks. He also says about 
that time Gen. Carranza will move his 
hearquarters to Monterey in the path 
blazed by Villa. 

The rebels are stirred with anxiety to 
effect the capture of Tampico as swiftly 
as possible, in fear that the United 
States may seize it before they reach 
there, and while the whole trend of of- 
ficial talk here is of friendliness toward 
the United States, it is not denied that 
artillery has been sent to Tampico which 
will be used against United States war- 
ships in case they attempt to take the 
town. Gen. Gonzales, after making Vic- 
toria his headquarters, struck out for 
Tampico with 3000 men.

Com- 
ing in disguise by way of Durango, 
Zacatecas, Auguascalientes and 
Queretaro into Morales, De la Garza 
succeeded in his mission, persuading 
Zapata to stand firm against Huerta. 
notwithstanding the natural desire of 
the Zapatistas to turn against the 
“Gringos’ because of the Tampico tn- 
cident, aggravated by the occupation 
of Vera Cruz. 

Two days after De la Garza’s ar- 
rival at Cudtla on April 20, there ar- 
rived at El Ciruelo on the Cuerna- 

vaca & Iguala Railroad, two days

It was composed 
of Zapata’s one-eyed crony, Tuerto 
Morales, whom Huerta released from 
prison for the purposes of this mis- 
sion; Gen. Andraes Almazan, an old 
friend of Zapata: Roderiguez Don- 
trears and Porfirlo Mendizabal, to- 
gether with 13 university students 
from Morelos, under ‘Prof. Bernardo 
Fernandez y Gonzales, hitherto 
Huerta’s prisoner because of pro-Za- 
pata utterances.

The mission of this party was to

But the game was spoiled for the 
Peace Commission by the arrival of 
De la Garza. He warned Zapata that

The peace com- 
missioners were escorted by Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Fortunate Moriera, 
with 200 Federals, two machine guns 
and a band of music. 

Varena and Moriera embraced before 
their men, who followed their example. 
while the band played the national an- 
them. Then Prof. Fernandez preached 
harmony and the holy war, while the 
students fraternized with the “Tigers.” 

Moriera on behalf of Huerta and Gov. 
Augustine Beltran of the State of More- 
los, offered complete amnesty to the 
Zapata brothers, Jesus Salgado and Gen- 
evevo de la O, likewise all their rebel 
followers. As a mark of good faith 
the, liberation of Tuerta Morales was 
announced, Morales being recetved by 
his old comrades with tumultuous joy, 
while the band played “Diana.”

Private Parks, Who Rode Into 
Enemy’s’ Lines, Knocked 
From Saddle, Davis. Hears.

VERA CRUZ, May 12.—Six days ago, 
private Samuel Parks, while of unsound 
mind, rode on a horse belonging to Col. 
Taggart into the enemy’s lines and did 
not return. Various explanations were 
given of his disappearance. I was at 
that time on my way to Mexico City 
and did not know the man was missing, 
but the story told me in Mexico City 
makes me believe I can explain why 
Parks has not returned. 

What follows was told to me by 4 
man wio got it from the last man who 
saw Parks alive. For their own safety, 
I cannot give names of my informants, 
but they are known to me and I can 
vouch for their responsibility. 

At Tembladora, three miles outside 
our lines, Parks was seen by five Mex- 
ican regulars. They were in uniform 
and mounted. One of the Mexicans 
struck Parks from behind at the base 
of the spine with the butt of his rifle. 
Parks fell from his horse and was bound 
anc then either driven or forced to walk 
to Tejira, where a Major, 2 soldiers 
and several foreigners were waiting for 
a train to Mexico City. One of these is 
my informant. 

The Major placed Parks, still bound, 
on the floor of a hut and set a guard at 
the door. He told my informant he in- 
tended shooting Parks at sunrise. My 
informant says he tried to dissuade the 
Major, which only angered him. and he 
threatened my informant, who gives 
this as the reason he did not talk with 
Parks. 

But in passing the door of the hut he 
told Parks he was to die. The second 
time my informant passed, Parks quick- 
ly said: “I am Samuel Parks.” The 
third time he passed, Parks was able 
to say: “Tell the Colonel of the Twen- 
ty-eighth Infantry.” At daybreak, the 
Major beckoned Parks out and with a 
squad led him to the woods near the 
station. 

My informant says Pave smiled and 
looked meaningly at him, as though to 
remind him to deliver the message. He 
says' Parks’ demeanor was so brave ha 
could not bear to see him die and re- 
mained at the hut. The other Mexicans 
followed and in a few minutes he heard 
the volley. 

The Mexicans, upon returning, told 
him that Parks was almost instantly 
killed and that the Mexicans, to conceal 
his body, were pouring kerosene on it 
and preparing to cremate it. My in- 
formant added that the horse ridden by 
Perks was sent by an orderly to Gen. 
Maas. I believe my informant’s story is 
true.”’

The Pageant stage, the largest ever 


built, 
attraction for Forest Park visitors these 
days. The surface and substructure are 
completed, and the background and tow- 
ers are nearly ready for the decorator 
and sculptor to complete the work of 
preparing them for the Pageant and 
Masque, May 28-31. 

The stage is so large that the arena

The music pit, just in 
front of this screen, will hold the brass 
band of 100 pieces and the chorus of 50) 
singers, which will not be seen by the 
audience. 
The towers on each side will be 40 feet 
high, which will, for practical purposes, 
be four-story houses. These towers will 
be headquarters of the stage managers, 
who will communieate with different 
parts of the stage by telephone. The 
lighting arrangements for the Masque, 
which is to be after dark, also will be 
so controlled from within these towers 
Thomas Wood Stevens, Pageant mas- 
ter, who is fond of a jest, says he be- 
lieves he will be fairly safe within his 
tower, as he will be farther from the 
front row of spectators than second 
base is from the home plate. 


Pageant Moving Pictures to Adver- 
tice City Thre®ugheout. Country. 
Horace Swope, who represented the 
Pageant productions committee in let- 
ting the exclusive privilege of taking 
moving pictures or the Pageant and 
Masque, discussed Tuesday with a re- 
porter the management’s action in han- 
dling this matter on a concession basis.

The question which has been raised 
among the Pageant promoters is wheth- 
er the St. Louis Motion Picture Co. has 
a wide enough clientele to give the pic- 
tures the best possible distribution.

$20,000 IS ASKED FOR 
HOUSE VOTING DEVICE 


Each Membcr \/ould Have Elec- 
tric Push Buttons to Answer 
Roll Call. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—An appropri- 
ation of $20,000 to provide for installing 
electric voting machines in the House at 
the next session of Congress was pro- 
posed in a resolution introduced today 
by Representative Walsh of New Jersey. 

Majority Leader Underwood estimated 
that $20,000 worth of time a year would 
be saved by the use of the automatic 
push-button device. Each Representa- 
tive would have a numbered seat for 
voting purposes, carry the only key to 
his particular device and a recording 
apparatus at the Speaker’s desk would 
register his “aye” and “nay.”

THE AERO CORPS 10 |= 


BE CALLED OUT 


Declares 57 Aviators, Besides 
Himself, Need Training Be- 
fore Active Service. 


Albert Bond Lambert, organizer of the 
reserve corps of aviators for army and 
navy service, expressed the hope Tues- 
day that the War and Navy departments 
would immediately call for the mobiliza- 
tion of the corps. 

Fifty-seven practical flyers, beside 
Lambert, are enrolled in the reserve 
corps and are ready to serve the Gov- 
ernment whenever called upon. But. 
Lambert declared, before they can be 
made of the greatest practical use, a 
period of training will be necessary. 
Another reason for immediate action, 
Lambert said, is the fact that the num- 
ber of aviators is far in excess of the 
number of serviceable machines—prob- 
ably in the ratio of three to one. 

' Some of the exhibition flyers, Lambert 
said, are using machines which could 
not be depended on for the more severe 
requirements of war duty. The chit 
problem, he said, is therefore one of 
equipment. 

Army Had to Borrow Boat. 
Lambert recently visited the Curtis; 
factory at Hammondsport, N. Y., and 
he Wright factory at Dayton, O. He 
said that, should the Government now 
place an order for all the aeroplanes 
and hydroplanes which those plants 
could turn out, it would get four or five 


Lambert has reported to the War 
Navy departments that the flyers who 
have suitable machines available on 
short notice are: Alex McLeod, D. lL. 
Thompson, J. G. Kloeckler, Jim Gabriel, 
Milton Dunlop, Arthur Blasier and Wi:- 
liam Bleakley. Those having flying boats 
and hydroaeroplanes are: Tom Benoist, 
Anthony Jannus, Glen Martin, Jack 
Vilas, Robert Collier, Roy Waite, Clit- 
ford Webster, Ray Morris and D. L. 
Callan. 

“The army and navy have com- 
petent officials in charge of the avia- 
tion divisions,” said Lambert. “The. 
blame for the lack of aero-equip- 
ment rests with Congress, which has 
refused sufficient funds. The army 
needs $3,000,000 and the navy $2,000,- 
000 for proper aeronautic equipment. 
But when the War Department asked 
for $300,000, Congress cut it to $250,-- 
000. 

“Even if war is not declared at 
this time, the aviation service should 
be equipped. If this is not.done soon 
there ts danger that aviation In this 
country will become a lost art—a 
thing of the past.”

DANIELS FINDS 
SLADE LUZON WAS 
SADLY NEGLECTED 


Navy Secretary Complains of 
Condition in Which Missouri- 
ans Turned Over Ship. 


“MATTRESSES FILTHY” 
Commander Schwartz Says One 
U. S. Official Complimented 
Him on State of Repair.

A letter from Josephus Daniels, Secre- 
tary of the Navy, criticising the condi- 
tion of the Isla de Luzon, former flag- 
ship of the Missouri Navy, when it was 
returned to the United States Govern- 
ment after being two years in posses- 
sion of the Missouri Naval Reserves at 
St. Louis, was made public Tuesday by 
/Ohn B. O'Meara, Adjutant-General] of 
the State Militia. 

Officers of the Missouri Naval Re- 
serves said that when they returned 
the gunboat to the navy they knew it 
was not in perfect condition, but lack 
of needed appropriations by the Mis- 
souri Legisiature had made it impossible 
to keep the boat in proper repair. 

Secretary Daniels’ Complaint. 

Secretary Daniels’ complaint is as fol- 
lows: ° 
‘To Commanding Officer of the Missouri 

Naval Militia: 

“Referring to the report of the Board 
of Inspection, Survey of Ships, dated 
May 2, 1914, on the Isla de Luzon, re- 
cently released by the State of Missouri, 
the department notes the following 
points among others: That the condition 
inside and outside the machinery space 
is poor to fair. That the general condi- 
tion of the ship was poor and that her 
condition, both as regards cleanliness 
and upkeep, has been badly neglected. 
That compartments were generally dirty. 
That linoleum was loose and rotted over 
large areas, with water underneath. 
That many gaskets on hatches and man- 
holes were gone and many others paint- 
ed over and not efficient. 

“That magazines and storerooms were 
dirty; officers’ quarters were infested 
with bedbugs and mattresses were filthy; 
that the vessel needs scaling every- 
where, and that her upkeep has been 
very much neglected. 

“That the rubber gaskets are heavily 
painted and many of them ruined. That 
the condition in many compartments in- 
dicates that water has been standing in 
them a long time and has caused much 
corrosion. 

Shows Continued Neglect. 

‘That the vessel shows continued neg- 
lect throughout and that apparently no 
attention has been given to her upkeep. 

“That the condition of the machinery 
is fair and that the condition of the 
auxiliary machinery is good. That the 
main boilers are in fair condition. 

“That the present commanding officer, 
Commander Schofield, U. S. N., and 
ship’s company under his command, are 
to be commended for their efforts to 
clean the ship and make her habitable. 

“That the board considers the naval 
militia and State of Missouri responsible 
for this vessel as to cleanliness and 
preservation while in their charge. 

“The Isla de Luzon was turned over 
to the St. Louis Naval Militia in May, 
1912. The department is forced to call 
the attention of the State authorities to 
the condition of this vessel as shown 
by this report. It is incomprehensible 
how the ship should have been allowed 
to reach this state of deterioration.’’ 

Commander G. F. Schwartz of the Mis- 
seuri Naval Reserves, at his home, 4471 
Forest Park boulevard, Tuesday told a 
reporter that in his opinion the boat 
was in much better condition when it 
was returned to the Government than 
when the Missouri Naval Reserves took 
eharge of it two years ago. 

Washed Interior With Acid. 

‘When we got the boat at New Or- 
leans it was in such condition that my 
men became ill when they tried to ceain 
out the hold and magazine compart- 
ments,’’ said Schwartz. “I found it nec- 
essary to hire negroes to do the work. 
The boat was infested by vermin of 
every character. One of the first things 
I did was to wash the entire interior 
with a solution of carbonic acid. 

‘“T made repeated efforts to obtain 
money from the Government to put the 
boat into good shape. All I got was 
about $9000 to be used in repairing the 
auxiliary engines. It is admitted in 
Secretary Daniels’ complaint that these 
engines are in good shape. 

“The Government detailed only six 
regular sailors to care for the boat 
while we had it. It was impossible for 
that number of men to keep in perfect 
condition a 1000-ton ship whose normal 
crew would have been 130 men. Thea 
members of the Missouri Naval Re- 
serves used the ship only as training 
quarters and were not at all times avail- 
able to do the physical work of keeping 
it in trim. 


“Navy Standard Very High.” 
“The standard of the United States 


Navy is very high and Secretary Dan- 
iels’ report merely means that the naval 
inspectors found the ship was not up to 
the naval standard of fitness. 
“Commander Schofield, the naval of- 
ficeer who took charge of the Luzon in 
St. Louls a month ago, complimented 
me on its general condition. I have a 
letter which says that when the Luzon 
reached New York after being surrend- 
ered to the Government it was in better 
condition than any boat ever returned 
by a state naval militia organization.”

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Prospects 
are ‘for a lively meeting when the 
House Democrats caucus tonight to 
formulate the party legislative program 
for the remainder of the session with 
adjournment early in. July in view. 

Plans of the leaders were for passage 
of the annual supply bills, enactment 
of anti-trust measures, the rural credits 
bill and a vote on the prohibition 
amendment may be injected into the de- 
liberations. 

Some of the Democrats, however, 
launched a movement today to have 
the caucus feclare in favor of adjourn- 
ment of Congress immediately after 
disposing of the appropriation: bills. Ma- 
jority Leader Underwood, however, is 
prepared to offer a resolution to give 
precedence to pending features in the 
legislative program. These include the 
supply measures, the Clayton anti-trust 
bill, the Covington Interstate Trade 
Commission bill and the rural credits 
measure. 

Nine out of every ten of the Demo- 
crats, probably personally desire ad- 
journment as soon as the necessary sup- 
ply bills are out of the way, but Presi- 
dent Wilson’s request, made at a re- 
cent White House conference, that the 
other measures in the legislative pro- 
gram should be passed and the fact that 
these measures are in fulfillment of the 
party platform pledges are counted 
upon to muster ample votes to carry 
the Underwood resolution. The _ least 
enthusiasm of all is over the rural 
credits bill which _{s practically ready 
for presentation to the House. 

Underwood's view is that the prohibi- 
tion constitutional amendment. proposi- 
tion should not be brought up at the 
caucus, but should be given an oppor- 
tunity for ® record vote in the House 
regardless of party. He is opposed to 
the amendment and does not believe }t 
can muster the required two-thirds vote. 
Even the opposition concede a majority 
vote for the rule to provide for consid- 
eration of the prohibition resolution. 

Some of the State delegates in the 
House have canvassed the sentiment of 
their members, which showed split del- 
egations in’ many cases. A number of 
polls have been attempted individually 
showing a strong opposition to the reso- 
lution.

‘‘Masque of Saint Louis,” which ig now 
out in book form, typifies the battle of

The Pioneer loses, until Saint 
Louls places a star on the Pioneer's 
forehead, signifying that he fights not 
alone for himself. Then Gold is downed, 
and the earth spirits are freed from 
their thralldom to him, but the threatens 
as he departs, to renew the combat.

The young 
folk were talking and laughing at 8:30 
when Miss Hamilton heard a bullet 
strike the brick wall and drop to the 
floor. It was found under the bench on 
which she was sitting. 

_- Miss Hamilton and the young men 
hurriedly vacated the porch and Miss 
Hamilton carried the bullet to her fath- 
er and mother, who were in a parlor at 
the north of the house. 

It was not until Monday that a hole 
was discovered through the reception 
room window. The bullet made a clean 
hole and did not shotter the glass. 
Search was then made for the other 
bullet and it was found. A policeman 
Was called in and the shooting was re-

I have been in the automobile business for the 
last several years and only the ctrer day I had 
quite a lengthy talk with one of cur motor cycle 
police officers on Grand avenue. I have always 
been under the impression that their salary was 
as much as the police Sergeants on the police 
force and I was very much surprised to learn 
that their salaries range from only $65 to $99 
with the exception of the motor cycle Sergeant, 
who receives $115 per month. Now, taking into 
consideration the danger these officers have every 
day, I think the above salary is ridiculous. In my 
experience in the automobile business I know of 
at least a dozen motor cycle officers who in the 
last five years that have been made cripples on 
account of accidents they may have had either 


’ pursuing speeding automobiles or skidding on the 


wet streets. Only Monday evening at Boyle and 
Lindell avenues, two more 
were seriously injured, one rerhaps fatally in- 


_ Jured. 


Something should be done also to protect these 
officers as they have no horns or bells on their 
machines and if anything get in their way there 
ig nothing to do but hit it, whereas if they had 
a bell or something on their machines they would 
no doubt have a right of way and possibly gvoid 
some of their daily accidents, Pclice Commis- 
sioners, give your motor cycle officers some kind 
of protection, and increase their salaries.

| OVERREACHING IN WAR. 

Public opinion controls or alters the motives 
of war. The stay-at-homes order what those in 
the field shal] do or refrain from doing. War us- 
ually outstrips its original purpose, and, in ac- 
cordance with universal human nature, victo- 
rious nations overreach themselves. The United 
States has been no exception to the rule. We have 
always won our issues of arms and have rarely 
failed to desire more in the end than we strove 
for in the beginning. 

The Revolution began in resistance to tyranny; 
in defense of rights and liberties we claimed lit- 
erally as British subjects under the British Con- 
stitution. Im the heat of conflict realizing our 
strength, we made it a fight for independence. 
The Declaration of Independence was an after- 
thought. Public opinion was by no means ready 
for that at the outset. 

The War of 1812 arose out of England's inflic- 
tions upon our maritime commerce. It was de- 
fensive in its inception, and became essentially 
a resistance of invasion. But a retaliatory pur- 
pose to invade and subjugate Canada was not 
long in forming, and this strengthened with 
American successes. Peace left a jingo element 
dissatisfied with terms which were concluded at 
Ghent just before our crushing defeat of the Brit- 
ish at New Orleans. 

The Mexican War of '46 arose out of our giving 
ald and comfort to Texas in its secession from 
Mexico, and ended in our taking Texas unto our- 
selves. The first pretexts upon which that war 
was urged were mere pretexts of dollar diplo- 
macy—claims owed by Mexico to American citi- 
zens. 

The Civil War began in resistance to secession, 
and developed into a war for emancipation. 

The war with Spain began by our undertaking 
to police Cuba, and wound up by our taking the 
Philippines. 

In the present Mexican difficulty—to what ex- 
tent our original motive shall be altered, the 
purpose broadened, depends on the citizen at 
home—public opinion. 

Public opinion at this time should be conscious 
of its power to the end that it may exercise due 
restraint. The public and its agents may well re- 
flect upon the natural tendency to excesses which 
has carried us into at least one vast blunder in 
the past. 

What our people are thinking, saying to each 
other as they pass on the streets, or expressing 
publicly, will directly influence and largely de- 
termine the action of Government, from the Com- 
mander in Chief down to the last Corporal to- 
wards Mexico; and bear likewise upon the nego- 
tiators in our behalf who are to consider peace. 

Our situation with Mexico is still “short of 
war.” The people of this country have not been 
“in a temper” towards Mexico. There has been 
no violent rage even towards the irritating 
Huerta. We mourn our dead, but crave no Mex- 
ican gore. What heat we showed over the Vera 
Cruz fight has somewhat abated. Even jingoism 
has moderated. Sensationalism has waned. No- 
body is excited. It may be said in truth that the 
American people are much less interested in the 
Mexican situation than they were a fortnight ago. 

Certainly nobody is urging a fight, and there 
never was a condition that offered less excuse 
for blunder to an administration. Happily the 
administration is one singularly responsive to 
popular desires. Mediation has given opportu- 
nity for what the law calls “cooling time.” Is 
it too much to hope that the opportunity for 
calm deliberation on the part of both people and 
Government will bear fruit for peace consistent 
with dignity? 
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YOU CAN HELP. 

Deploring the policy of reserving seats and 
boxes at the Pageant and Masque for money, the 
people of St. Louis might ease the hardships of 
the management and modify the policy by con- 
tributing enough to defray the expenses. 

The success of the pageant is now of supreme 
importance.

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BAD MANNERS, WORSE JUDGMENT. 

We are less astonished at the bad manners of 
the I. W. W. men who invaded Calvary Church 
than at the bad judgment of those in charge of 
the services. 

It was execrable to go to church for the pur- 
pose of disturbing the worshipers or interrupt- 
ing the service, but it was an atrocious mistake 
to have men who were guilty’ of nothing more 
than attempting to ask questions in church vio- 
lently assaulted and maltreated by policemen and 
detectives.

Clergymen and church officials who apply force 
to these men, except in actual defense of life and 
property, neither of which have been threatened 
by them in the churches, play into their hands. 


| We can imagine men of judgment, breadth and 


| neat dated nih thle. 4. Ww. in a spirit of love. 
and reasonableness which would prevent violence 
and completely confound them and their purposes. 
How would Mr. Beecher have dealt with a crowd 
of men who came into his church to seek food, 
shelter or information? Certainly he would have 
Spoken to them kindly, welcomed them and at an 
appropriate time offered them opportunity to 
speak and question. We use Mr. Beecher merely 
4s an illustration. 

If the churchmen of New York would apply to 
the church invaders the injunction of the founder 
of Christianity, “Resist not evil, but overcome evil 
with good,” the outcome would be better for 
both the churches and the invaders. It would be 
an exemplification of the Christian spirit. 

The church officers should improve the exam- 
ple of the municipal authorities who have fre- 
quently turned peaceful meetings into riots by in- 
judicious, unnecessary and brutal use of force.

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THE GOMPERS DECISION. 

Having criticised as improper the action of the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia in the 
Gompers-Mitchell-Morrison contempt cases, the 
Post-Dispatch welcomes the decision of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court, setting aside the sen- 
tences of the condemned labor leaders. 

Unfortunately, the Court reversed the decision 
on the statute of limitations and did not discuss 
the fundamental questions involved in the case. 
The only hint of condemnation of the ruling of 
the lower court on other points was the remark 
of Justice Holmes that contempts cannot be treat- 
ed as conspiracies. 

One of, the underlying points in the case bore 


upon the freedom of the press. The original] in-' 


junction forbade particular publications, ad- 
judged injurious to the plaintiffs, in a labor pa- 
per controlled by the defendants. We believed 
the attempt to control the utterances of a jour- 
nal in advance of publication to be a violation 
of the constitutional guarantee of the liberty of 
the press. If an injunction against the publica- 
tion of facts or opinions holds against men who 
control newspapers or periodicals, the press is not 
free, but may be controlled by the Government. 
Persons who are injured by improper publica- 
tions have redress through the laws. Editors and 
managers of newspapers should be free to publish 
according to their judgment, with full responsi- 
bilities under the law. 

A complete review of the points of this case by 
the United States Supreme Court would have been 
interesting and valuable, but the decision, at

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THE BATTLE OF THE STEAM SHOVEL. 

A dispute over a gas main of the Laclede com- 
pany blocked work at the Tower Grove separa- 
tion for several weeks. Monday it was discovered 
that the main had been plugged and a section 
smashed out of it. Just who is responsible for 
breaking it is a little obscure, but there is no 
doubt that under the circumstances it was a log- 
ical and proper termination of the deadlock. 

The rule laid down by the courts is that indi- 
viduals whose property is affected may not re- 
strain the work, but must submit to temporary in- 
convenience and have their damage adjusted later. 
It applies with especial force to the public util- 
ity company, which has only an easement at the 
point subject to such uses as the public is entitled 
to make of the street. That, after the former de- 
lay of years, the Laclede officials should be per- 
mitted to tie things up again in a knot was intol- 
erable. Whoever cut the knot—and there have 
been Mayors in some cities who would not have 
hesitated a moment about cutting it—facilitated 
the progress of this vital improvement. 

If consumers are deprived temporarily of gas, 
the fault is with the company in refusing to 
change the position of the main when requested 
to do so. A battle between a steam shovel and a 
force of gas company workmen who sought to re- 
pair the broken main was short and decisive, the 
men retiring. 

That is as it should be. The steam shovel 
should be master of the situation until the im- 
provement is completed. ; 
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Colored attendants on the Sociological Congress 
at Memphis precipitated the race question in a 
way that gave the experts opportunity to study 
one of our most baffling national problems at 
close range. 
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PAYGENT OR PADJUNT? 

St. Louis can “work together and play togeth- 
er,” but it cannot pronounce together. Our peo- 
ple are divided into bitterly hostile camps over 
the correct pronunciation of pageant. Some pro- 
nounce it pageant; others pageant. Still others 
call it pageant. 

You can pay your money and take your choices, 
for the authorities make it a go-as-you-please. 
Pay-gent and padjent, both are perfectly cor- 
rect, according to Webster and the Standard Dic- 
tionary. Even pawjunt will do if you incline to 
ultraestheticism, the Bostonese a, and a gut- 
tural articulation. 

From the fact that most of the plain folks 
call it pay-gent, the cultured fancy that is wrong 
and pronounce it otherwise; but we are with the 
plain people in this, as in other matters of de- 
bate. And the cultured, the highbrows and ex- 
clusives may as well get in the band wagon and 
say “paygent” now as later. We serve notice 
on them that eventually the plain people’s way 
will prevail, since custom or common usage con- 
trols pronunciation and numbers control custom. 

It is as deplorable as inevitable that the ortho- 
epic issue should exist, but practically it doesn’t 
matter much how pageant is pronounced so long 
as it is pronounced often, with emphasis and en- 
thusiasm, by everybody. 
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The Supreme Court having adjudicated Judge 
Wright’s contempt case against Mr. Gompers et al., 
the House will now adjudicate the impeachment 
case against Judge Wright.

HE perplexing problem of choosing 
a new visiting or afternoon dress 
is solved by the pretty design de- 
picted here.

over “Gunboat” Smith, the white 
heavyweight champion. This hap- 


pened to Smith in the ninth round of 
@ fight that took place in 1911. 
Geyer has also the distinction of 
having held Carl Morris, the original 
“white hope,” to a 10-round draw and 
of winning a decision over Frank 
Moran in a four-round bout that took 
lace in San Francisco on August 9, 
912. Moran is now matched to fight 
Jack Johnson in Paris, France, on 
ges | 27, for the championship of the 
world. 
If Geyer had acquired the services 
of a manager he might now be occu- 
ying the position held by Smith or 
oran, instead of being an obscure 
light in the boxing werid and suffer- 
ing defeat at the hands of a fighter 
like Gilbert, who has never ranked 
better than a poor second-rater ane 
whose claim to fame rests upon his 
record of having once stood before 
Georaze Chip for 10 rounis at New- 
castle, Pa. May 14 of last year. Chip 
was recently knocked out by A} Mc- 
Coy in the first round.
